The "STATUS OF AMENDMENTS" section of the brief asserts that "No amendments have been filed subsequent to the Reply to Final 
Office Action filed on October 14, 2005." 37 CFR 41.37(c)(1)(iv), however, requires that the brief contain a statement of the status of 
amendments filed subsequent to the final rejection, not a statement of the status of amendments filed subsequent to any replies to the final 
rejection. In fact, amendments have been filed subsequent to the final rejection (i.e. amendments were filed on 10/14/2005), but the brief 
fails to contain a statement of the status of these amendments. 

The brief comprises a "SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER" section, which comprises a description, with reference to the 
specification, of the claimed invention. 37 CFR 41 .37(c)(1)(v) requires the brief to specifically identify, for each independent claim involved 
in the appeal and for each dependent claim argued separately, every means plus function and step plus function, and to set forth the 
structure, material, or acts described in the specificaion as corresponding to each claimed function with reference to the specification by 
page and line number, and to the drawings, if any, by reference characters. Claims 1, 13, and 27, i.e. the independents claim of the 
application, are not described as required: each means plus function or step plus function of these claims is not identified, and the portions 
of the specification that describe these functions is not cited. Moreover, the brief comprises separate arguments for dependent claims 6, 
7, 8, 18, 19, and 20. The brief, however, also fails to identify and describe the features of these depedent claims, with reference to the 
specfication and drawings. 
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
